Mony touching seenes met the 
eyes of observers, as destitute 
householders attempted to redcue! 
their mengre belongings fram the 
consuming blaze. or tried tu 
salvage the few articles that came 
through the fire unscathed,

potice and omilitary — officials 
furnished yuards who protected 
property and maintained fire lines,

THE ROUND TABLE 
CONFERENCE. 


The speatre of communal strife 
hung mockingly over the Round 
Table Conference the end. 
India, desperately in need of a 
provisional settlement, must KO 
unsatisfied, not because the will ix 
hicking in Britain, but because the 
Indian delegates were unable to 
patch up their differences. All 
the Prime Minister could renlly do 
In winding up the pralonged dis- 
cussions was to remove, finally, the 
suapicion, mysteriously aroused, 
that the National Government was 
hastile to the Conference, its sims 
and objects. The assurance was 
given that the present government 
is fully in sympathy with India’s 
aspirations, that an All-India 
Federation and responsibility at 
the Centre is still the goal of those 
in authority at Westminster. The 
assurance is to be given greater 
authority by the publication of Mr. 
Ramsay.:MacDonald’s deelaration 
asa White Paper, to be endorsed’ 
by both Houses of Parliament. So 
fur-as it goes, it is satisfactory, 
The Governors’. Provinces — in 
future are to be granted a large 
meksure of autonomy. The North 
West Frontier Province is to gain 
new status. The same applies to 
Sind. But the real issue, the 
future constitution of India as a 
whole, is placed on one side, by 
virtue of necessity. The com- 
munal issue proved the complete 
bar to progress. The Conference 
would not have ended in the 
manner outlined but for Hindu 
obstinacy and disunity.: The 
Moslems presented a strong front 
and a set of hard demands. They 
cirried the smaller minorities with 
them nnd presented the Hindus 
with a group agreement which, 
if self-Government had not meant 
Hindu-government to the Hindus, 
uffered a prospect of peace. It wus 
summarily rejected and despite all 
that has been said to the contrary, 
the second meeting of the Con- 
ference has ended jn failure. When 
Prime 
Minister's eagerly awaited declara- 
tion of the Government's policy, in 
the last analysis goes no farther 
than his statement of January Inst. 
The goal remains the same, but 
Progress towards it is riot, at pre- 
sent, discernible, unless meaning is 
attuched& to Mr. MacDonald's do 
claration that if the Indlans are 
unable to agree among thmeselvea, 
the Government will be compelled 
to apply a provistonal scheme. Our 
own view is that tho problem.can- 
not be solved in that manner. .No 
Federal scheme fs, in our opinion,

True Munificence.

thoxe less well-to-do, As he once 
again indieated in “the announce- 
ment which he made yesterday, Sir 
Robert Ho Tung belongs to the 
unselfish class, Having already 
achieved @ reputation of spending 
with almost prodigal liberality on 
others, Sir Robert has now decided 
to make a munificent gift of $200,- 
000 to the Colony, The manner of 
allocation of this big sum is charac- 
teristic of the man—it is to be 
spent on the needy. Ulalf will be 
devoted to the creation of a Chil- 
dren's Welfare Centre in the New 
Territories, and the remainder to 
the provision of free education for 
poor children in the eastern dis- 
trict of the city. Thus does Sir 
Robert once again dispense with 1 
free hand some ef the wealth which 
he has accumulated as the result 
of his keen business instinets, his 
foresight and his perseverance. IL 
may come as a surprise to many 
people to know that in his early 


life Str Robert knew what it was } 


ta wo without very many things 
which he would have liked to enjoy. 
But, although born in humble sur- 
roundings, he set out in life with 
a determination to make good. 
How well he has succeeded every- 
body knows. It is worth recailing 
that his first position was in the 
indoor 3taf¥ of the Maritime Cus- 
toms in Canton, which he entered 
on leaving school. He was the only 
one selected, in a competitive ex- 
amination, out of taventy candid- 
ates, of which he was the youngest.

Coupled with 
this trait is the further characteris- 
tic by which he is known of con- 
demning extravagance in any” 
form. Sir Robert is a true be- 
liever in the maxim that waste, 
under any circumstances, in unpar- 
donable. He has built up his sue- 
cess by qualities which have stood 
him in good stead whatever - the 
circumstances he has been called 
upon to face.

There {4 a boom in the sales ‘of 
maps. 

While other branches of tho 
publishing. trade have been suffer- 
ing to a grentor or less degree: from 
the present tightnesa of money, the 
sales of maps produced by | tho 
Ordnance Survey Department have 
been steadily going up;, and for 
some time past there hns been a 
yeurly increase of between two and. 
three thousand In the number of 
maps sold. 

During the past summer, the 
wet wenther, to a certain extent 
deterred people from buylng maps; 
but there are signs that sales are 
Hkely to increase considerably in 
the near future. New methods ‘of 
map-making are continually befny 
introduced; new needs are being 
supplied na the oceasion demands; 
the craze for “hiking” has erented 
a fresh demand for small-xeale 
maps; und the general public 
Appears to be becoming “map 
minded.” 

During the past few yeara many 
school tenchera have ‘made a speci- 
ality of exptaining the principles of 
Tanpemaking and map-rending — to 
their pupils: and there has been 
a large demand for the historical 
maps of Roman Britain and of 
Seventeenth Century Enylund 
Which were recently published.’

The Ordnance Survey Depart-

- HYDROGEN ATOM. - 


SIR. A. EDDINGTON ON 


ULTIMATE: DOOM. 

Sir Arthur Eddington has beon 
able from the behaviour of tho 
hydrogen atom—the amallest of 
the ntoms—to calculate the rate 
at which the universe is expand- 
ing. 

The result fs to confirm within 
10 per cont. the value previously 
obtainad by nstronomers, That 
value was -based on observations 
of the light emltted from distant 
spiral nebulae, the interpretation 
of the results obtained being 
highly controversial, , 

Sir Arthur’a conclusion ta that 
the universe is expanding at the 
rate of about one per cent. per 
20,000,000 years, and muy be ex- 
pected to double its radius every 
1,300,000,000 years, 

If the universe ware a bubble, 
he sald, it wasa bubble whieh had 
already burf€ since it) wis no 
longer possible for Hght to travel 
completely round it, 

The mathematics of Sir Arthur's 
new work were communicated by 
him at the recent veentenary mect- 
ing of the British Association. As 
President of the Physical Society 
he delivered his first popular ex. 
position atca meeting at the Im- 
perial College of Science and 
Technolagy, % 


Hinstetn’s Theory. 


“It may seem strange that the 
consideration of ao small a thing 
as the hydrogen atom should lead 
to such a result,” Sir Arthur ox- 
plained. "What fo wos doing was 
to eliminate worldly standards 
of length and to replace them with 
the stundard = supplied by Etn- 
tein's theory." oo 

Sir Arthur identified this “na- 
tural” standard with a quantity 
known ts the “cosmical constant,” 
which represents the tendency of 
the universe to expand. 

Kinstein had invented a uni- 
verse which had matter in ft, bat 
would not expand. De Sitter’s 
universe, on the other hand, would 
expand, but had been found to con- 
tain no matter, The "“cosmical 
constant” waa the link which 
would give Einstein's world a 
little motion and De Sittur’s a 
little matter, . 

“This will have an tmportant 
effect on theories of stellar evalu: 
tion,” Sir Arthur added. “It will 
reduce the maximum age for the 
sun to the relatively small figure 
af 10,000,000,000 years, 


Geologists Wrong. 


“Geologists have generally fay. 
oured an age some 600 times 
xreater, because * the more time 
allowed, the more can happen in 
it. 
~ "Et his also been supposed that 
all stars were ju the first instance 
big, and that the older ones have 
become small by radiating away 
their matter. Sir James Jeans 
has taken great delight in’ ex- 
pounding this view, and whenever 
Thave needed a theory, Ihave used 
it myself, 

“That belief is no longer pos- 
sible, and astronomers must seek 
some other explanation of the fact 
that the oldest stars are algo the 
smallest.” 

At the end of his address, Sir 
Arthur gave a graphic picture of 
What the end of our world would 
look like to an observer, 

On n definite date in the cosmic 
calendar, he said, stars, planets, 
and atoms are doomed to ‘disap. 
pear, for what, on our reckoning, 
is an indefinite time hence would 
be, on the cosmic time seale, an 
ordinnry finite date,
